The share which tho Commissioner 
took In the noble work done by The 
Army in connexion with tha Grent 
War will be fresh in the public mind. 
How vast that work was may be 
judged from ona fact, viz.: nearly 
$1,500,000 was raised early In 1910 for 
the reception and rc-settlement of 
Soldiers, and for the care of those 
dependant upon them. 

Property Department 

The past seven years has been 
marked by great advances In the pur- 
chase of property and the erection of 
newbuildinire such as Citadels, Young 
People's Halls, and Hospitals. Wc 
have also remodelled a vreat many of 
our baildinira, and made rcpelra in- 
volving a large sum of money. 

*We have without doubt' saya Lieut- 
Colonel Miller, 'made greater strides 
in our property advances durmR the 
command of Commiicioner Richards 
than at any period in our history. 

'Among other Items may be men- 
tioned tho WHara Booth Memorial 
College. This scheme was launched 
before the Commissioner took charge, 
hut the erection of the building v«ib 
not commenced till after his coming 
to this command. Owing to thB war 
the entire building as soon as com- 
pleted was turned over to tho Military 
Authorities, and was nsed by them 
ns an Orthopedic Hospital; at the 
present time wo nre considering the 
talcing over of this property again 
from the Government, 

The Jackson'B Point Camp boa been 
developed, buildings erected and so 
forth since the Commissioner came. It 
in almoBt a small village In itself. 
There are seventeen small cottages, a 
torgn children's buirdlmr accommoda- 
ting one hundred children, dining 
rooms nnd kitchen. There Is a senar- 
ntc paVIlIon and kitchen for the Llfo 
Saving Scouts and Guards, also a sep- 
arate addition for the children from 
our Children's Home* There le a 
Manager'a home, a fully equipped 
ploy ground, Hovernl beautiful lawns 
for gameflj an engine room and a 
boat boufw. rvom four to five hundred 
persons have been cai-vlng here nt

"On the eve of the Commissioner's 
leaving wc have let the contract for 
the new wing of our Grace Hospital, 
Windsor, OnL, which when completed > 
will coat in the neighbourhood of 
{156,000. The Maternity Hospital in 
St John's Newfoundland, is under con- 
struction and will cost about $100,000. 
Taking everything Into considera- 
tion in the way of advance we have 
dona more building and more repair- 
ing of buildings than ever before, and 
the better housing facilities have had 
n great deal to do with the suscesa of 
our work in many places. Tho Com- 
missioner has always been ready to 
encourage ony good scheme where 
the-re has been any possibility of 
financing tbe bsuio, and has put In a 
great deal of thought and hard work 
in connection with the honalng of The

numbered 13; at the time of writing, 
Including tl.j two now hospttola to bs 
opened shortly in Halifax end Ottawa 
tho total Is 21, an Increase of 'eluht 
The number of Womcn'e Social Offl- 
cers was sixty seven, It 1b now one 
hundred and six, an Increase of thirty- 
nine. In addition to the foregoing 
there aro thirty employees, including 
outside nurses taking training in our 
hospitals. 

During tho Commissioners seven 
years 7,540 women and girls and &,474 
children have been cared for In our 
Women's Institute bs, of which only 
148 are reported DS proving unsatis- 
factory, From our two Employment 
Bureaux 63,121 women lavn been 
given dally employment. 

The Grace Hrsnital, Wfndaor, Ont- 
nrlo, nnd the Maternity Hospital. 
Sydney, N.S., are new openings, and 
are initial ventures in Social opera- 
tions In these cities. Both Institutions 
are well patronized, and the service 
given Is much appreciated by the 
medical profession as well as tho 
general public. 

In Windsor the clttss .ns have recent- 
ly voted a grant of $&UD00 tor m ex- 
tension to our present hospItal> which 
will Increase the accommodation from 
twenty-etght to eighty beds. 

The Bethesdo Hospital, London. 
Ontario, was erected to meet the need 
occasioned by the development cf our 
Maternity Work, and with the old 
building provides accommodation of 
fifty beds. It la a splendidly equipped 
hospital, and good worfc is befnr done,

A sum of money 
given for thfe 'urpos© by Mr, Gray 
made possible the o^in* f a separ- 
ate Home, which irii named 'The 
Boaald Gray Memorial/ After two 
years the place In proving altogether 
too email, and other b*cer premises 
hare been secured These are Twin* 
renovated an will boos be ready for 
occupation; the accommodation will be 
about fortv. 

Two Young Women's Boarding 
Kouses were open d In 1020, one In 
Montreal with aeeoinniodarJan for 
fifty, and one in London, Onl, with 
accommodation for thirty-five* Both 
are much sought after, and provide 
real homes with kindly oversight and 
ChrJetlan Influence for young women 
earning b moderate wage, This new 
departure Is highly commended by all 
Interested. 

In Montreal a Receiving Homo baa 
been, opened in connection with our 
Police Court work, and supplied u long 
felt need In the elty. The building la 
Army property, adjoining the Div- 
isional ileadn.ua rteta. 

The St. John, N.B.. Evangeline 
Home and Hospital was removed from 
the old building on St. James street 
to the Allison property, 200 Princess 
street. A new wing: for Hospital 
purposes was added, providing l*n 
private rooms, two words of Ave beds 
each, nurseries, sun-room diet-kitchen, 
operating and sterilizing rooms, and 
several bedrooms for the nursing staff. 
The service given In this Institution, 
both for unmarried mothers and pri- 
vate patients, is highly spoken of both 
by tho medical profession and the 
general public. 

The premiss in Toronto leased for 
o number of years for o Rescue Home 
hflva now become Army property; It 
has been greatly Improved and pro- 
vides accommodation for twenty-three 
girls and twenty-three Infants. 

The valne of work done by the in- 
mated of the various Institutions has 
Increased escb yean The total for 
the seven years under review hi $10,- 
G3B. 

Recognition of Work 

In Ottawa and Hamilton the City 
grants to our Institutions have sub- 
stantially Increased In recognition of 
the good work done, and the same ap- 
plies to all our Women's Institutions 
in Ontario. The, Women's Ho&pltal 
In Toronto, the Bcthcsdn Hospital, 
London, and Grace Hospital, Windsor, 
hava been placed on the list of Hos- 
pitals receiving Government- old under 
the Hospital Act. 

Training Schools for Nurses huvo 
been established for Maternity Train- 
ing In St. John, N,B. ( Toronto and 
London, Ontario, the length of term 
being eighteen months, At Grace 
Hospital, Windsor, a three years'

Hen's Social Work . 

Not one whit less interesting la the 
seven years record of the Hears Soda! 
Work for Which Colonel Otway is the 
Secretary- Speaking of the Commis- 
sioner the Colonel wys,— tie has en- 
deared himself to the Social Officers 
and workers by his practical Interest 
and enthusiastic labours for the man 
who has fallen on hard times. 

'It was a 'boon nnd WcsetnK 1 to 
Canada to receive as the Leader and 
Chief Director of all branches of work 
one who for many years had charge of 
the Darkest England Scheme, and who 
was appointed by our beloved Founder 
to strengthen the foundations of the 
work In London, England. . Canada, 
therefore, had a great advantage In 
the appointment of Commissioner 
Ttlchards, who brought to this Depart- 
ment of Social Service all the exper- 
ience gained In those early years.' 

The work of mercy carted on by the 
Men's Social Department during the 
past seven years has Increased by 
leaps and bounds. To Visit the Head- 
quarter* of the Men's Social and look 
at papers by the score, each of which 
bear some interesting figures, or tell' 
of sorrow* that has been relieved, lit 
only to secure a view of cm side of 
tho Department's ramifications, A 
careful perusal, however, shows that 
a large amount of work hue been done, 
and although much Is unnoticed, so far 
ae the nubile is concerned, when a 
total for a month or a ear la exam- 
ined It sheds new light on an under- 
taking, which, by the good blessing 
of Boa, bnB meant a CTeat deal to 
thousands of people, 

Tho Police Court work has made 
rapid strides and the OJfcer* who visit 
the respective police courts dally, 
have achieved much, as the following

In addition to the Police Court Officer 
vfhwo work 1b recorded above, durlnK 
the past three Or four years Police 
Matrons have been appointed by the 
City Authorities by reauest of the 
Chief of Police. Matrons are now 
working at tho following cities, To- 
ronto, Montreal, FeterborOi Osh&wa, 
Brantford. Windsor and Kingston. 
These Officers are fully recognised and 
are allowed, to wear the official badge 
as a member of the force. 

Prisoners' Families- Aided 

The Toronto Prison Authorise* have 
also allowed married prisoners, whose 
families are In distress, the privilege 
of JeaVinn* frtl each morning and go- 
ing to some employment by Tho Sal- 
vation, Avtny and then return, to jail 
Jn the evening. The wage thus 
earned ia collected by Brigadier Frar- 
er and Commandant MeElheney and 
handed to the wives of such prisoners.

In Ontario tha Faxofe System baa 
seen a most remarkable development, 
the Provincial Governmeni seeking 
the advice and aaaJstsnw of The Sal- 
vation Army as well as granting ex- 
ceptional privileges, through ordera-in- 
caundl for receiving men en parole 
and placing them in positions. The 
most cheering aspect of ftis enter- 
prise is the very small percentage of 
men who havo failed to respond to 
the confidence' placed In them through 
the parole system, 

Ike extent of the Prison Work is 
indicated In a year's figures as set 
forth:— 

Interviews with' prisoners, 23,372 ; 
prisoners mot on discharge, 2,251; em- 
ployment prodded for, 881; meetings 
held in prisons, 1,160; attendance at 
these meetings. 38,032; publications 
distributed, 31,503; prisoners professed 
conversion, 645; meals supplied to ex- 
prisoners, 44,725; beds supplied, 1,11)5; 
prisoners* families supplied with, food, 
baskets costing $8.81 each, 676; 
prisoners* families 'supplied with 
clothing, BOO; visits In prisoners' Inter 
eats, 2,720; parole prisoners received, 
800, and of this, number 400 were 
founa! work; muuber of parole prison- 
ers In our care at the present time, 
110; prisoners' families for whom rent 
paid, 228, 

Boon to Many Men 

The ten Sletropolcr; of tho Territory 
have been a boon to many men during 
the past year. In addition to provid- 
ing a cheap and clean bed for a small 
sum of money 6,800 beds haw been 
given gratia, and .0,740 .freer-meals. 
During the part winter special build- 
ings were least J to cope with tho un- 
employment situation, 8,000 single 
men were given relief; total number of 
meftlfl provided 886,000, at an approxi- 
mate cost of $250,000; thirty thousand 
beds were given; 17#O0 pieces of 
clothing; 1,000 pairs of men's boots; 
2,000 pairs- of men's cocks; 1,500 pieces 
of women's clothing; 300 pairs of 
women's and childMn'fl boots and 150 
pairs of women's and children's socks. 

Industrial Departments of the Ter- 
ritory, In addition to providing work 
for tho unemployed havo assisted u 
large crowd of needy people. 

During last year .tho Enquiry De- 
partment for tracing the lost nnd 
missing dealt with 591 now eases, and 
found 244 lout pcmon. 

Great advances have been made dur- 
ing tho command of Commissioner 
Richards In tho way of now equipment. 
At Toronto eh new auto trucks have 
been bought, the pwmtwfl have been 
altered, renovated and generally Im- 
proved, while o now electrla baler doala 
with the waste paper. There aro al§o 
four stores in full operation whore 
the poor «n hflvo many needs sup- 
plied at a trifling cost. At other 
centres new trucks have been pur- 
chased and such equipment as has 
brought tho Indusllal Dopartm&nta up- 
to-date. 

Trade Department 

No rovlew of the Commissioner's 
command In Canada East would bo 
complete unless It Included some men- 
tion of the Territorial Trade Depart- 
ment. Brigadier Jennings, tho Trade. 
Secretary, says, that at tho coming 
of Commissi oner Richards to Canada 
very little was being done with tho 
Trade Department. The CommleRton- 
or, however, Immediately set to work 
to Improve things,, and figures show 
the splendid extent to which develop- 
ment has been carried. For Instance, 
during nix months, sales of no less 
than £12,178 worth of Books alone Is 
shown by tho statement of tho Trade 
Bale*. From $6,000 to 910,000 worth 
of Scout and Guard material la Bold 
yearly. The Dressmaking Depart- 
ment has sprung Into existence during 
the CommEftfiloner's time, and has
